I Milwaukee, Wis., April 25.— Des- 
pite assurances that the Milwaukee 
Trust company was in no manner in- 
volved by the financial troubles of 
Frank C. Bigelow, former president 
of the First National bank of Mil- 
waukee and confessed defaulter of 
more than a million dollars, crowds 
of people today were in line long be- 
fore the opening of the trust com- 
pany bank waiting to withdraw their 
deposits. 
The depositors gathered 


at ther National bank were compara- 
tively few at first, but" the number 
continued to increase. Bigelow had 
been a director of the 
Milwaukee 


Trust company, but when hie defal- 
cation became known he 
was re- 


moved as such by the board of di- 
rectors. Notices were posted on the 
bank windows which the" depositors, 
mostly 
working- 
people, 
eagerly 


scanned, announced this fact and that 
the trust company was abundantly 
able and prepared to meet the de- 
mands of all depositors and creditors, 


DEPOSITORS REASSURED. , 


The notices posted on the windows 


of the First National bank and signed 
by the directors that the company is 
solvent seemed to reassure the de- 
positors somewhat. Directors of the 
chamber of commerce 
prepared to 


meet today to consider the question 
of withdrawing the current expense 
fund deposited in the ^irst National 
bank. 
The sum, it is said,; Is not 


heavy.

No depositors gathered at any of 


the other banks. at the time they were 
in evidence at the institution men- 
tioned. Members of the, clearing house 
association examined the affairs of 
the bank and officers of other insti- 


., tutions in the city expressed their 


confidence in the strongest terms in 
the ability of the First National bank 
to meet any emergency that might 
arise. 


Henry Or. Goll, assistant cashier of 


the First National bank of Milwau- 
kee, who is charged in the United 
States district attorney's complaint 
with embezzling a sum exceeding 
$100,000 of the bank's funds, has 
not yet been arrested. United States 
Marshal Thomas B, Reed said, how- 
ever, that he expected to take Goll 
Into custody today.

First National bank and one of the 
men who gave $300,000 to make up 
the defalcations of Bigelow, said that 
the bank had today received $2,000,- 
000 from outside and

Mr. Begga said 
that the run would probably continue 
throughout the day, Hut beginning 
tomorrow, after having shown the 
stability of the institution the ex- 
citement would subside. He assert- 
ed that the bank had ample funds to 
meet all requirements.

He had been 
thus employed by a few hours when 
he decided "that ithe work was too 
severe for him and conluded to quit.

Heie surgeons began the attempt to 
dress his injuries, but the task was 
a hopeless one and 
death 
ensued 


within a short time after the injured 
man had reached the institution. 


Mr. Kitselman was well 
known 


among railroad men and was highly 
regarded by his acquaintances. He 
is survived by the "wife and two 
daughters. There Is also a brother, 
Lee Kitselman, an engineer in the 
Lake Shore yards in this city.

Welker, a well known young busi- 
ness man, shot his sweetheart, Miss 
•Minnie Melching, last night, inflict- 
ing probably fatal injuries, and then 
sought to • end his own life by firing 
a bullet into his head and cutting his 
•throat with a penknife. 
The. fright- 


ful tragedy was enacted at the home 
of the young lady's 
parents, ex- 


Bheriff and Mrs. Albert E. Melching, 
3S26 East Wayne street, shortly be- 
fore midnight. Miss Melching is 
lying at Hope hospital while her as- 
sailant is at St. Joseph's hospital, 
and it was stated this morning that 
chances were much against the re- 
covery of either Welker or his vic- 
tim. 


The young couple had been lovers 


for more than a year, and it is said 
Welker has been insanely jealous of 
the young woman 
and that there 


were frequent disagreements between 
them on this account. 


HAD WRITTEN NOTE. 


Upon the floor of the parlor where 


the tragedy occurred was found this 
note, written entirely in <. Welker's 
handwriting, even to the signatures: 


This is to certify that we have 


done this for love of one another, 
just because we could not agree. 
So good-by, Good-by to you all. 


Dear Mothers and Fathers, Sis- 


ters and Brothers, Good-by. 


And we want to be buried next 


Friday afternoon. 


Yours truly, 


John M. Welker, 
Minnie Melching. 


Evidences Indicate that the young 


woman had no warning of the des- 
perate affnir, and that Welker fired 
the shots only after Miss Melching 
had struggled for her life. 
Welker 


called at the Melching 
home last 


night at 7:30 o'clock, and the young 
couple Vent out for a walk, return- 
ing home about 10 
o'clock 
when 


other members of the Melching fam- 
ily were in bed. 
At 11:30 o'clock 


five shots 
were 
heard, and 
Mr. 


Melching and his wife were horrified 
at the sight which greeted them as 
they hurried down to the parlor. 


Both the young people lay bleeding 


and unconscious' upon the parlor floor 
but a few feet from each other. Phy- 
sicians, the police and Rev. Jacob 
Miller, pastor of St. Paul's Lutheran 
church, were quickly summoned. 
Miss Melching was removed to Hope 
hospital, where Dr. A. H. Macbeth 


and Dr. M. F. Schick attended her, 
while Welfcer was removed to St. Jo- 
seph's hospital to receive the atten- 
tions of Dr. Rosenthal and Dr. H. A. 
Duemling. 


WOUNDS ARE DESPERATE. 
Miss Melching was shot through 


the left breast and another bullet 
penetrated her left cheek. The bullet 
which Welker flred at himself en- 
tered the head near the right temple, 
b\it did not penetrate the skull and 
made its exit through the forehead. 
The penknife was struck 
through 


the throat transversely, severing the 
roots of the tongue and the wind- 
pipe, Welker may possibly live, but 
the chances are much against it. 


The two principals in the fearful 


affair were engaged to be married. 
Miss Melching is a most charming 
young woman who is 
held in the 


highest esteem. She is 22 years of 
age. 
Welker has also been a young 


man of the highest standing. He is 
26 years of age, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel Welker, of 509 Huff- 
man street, and is the junior member 
of the firm of Johns & Welker, har- 
ness dealers, at 617 Harrison street.

Allen adheres strictly to the.story 


tcld by him at Auburn on the night 
of his arrest and says that he spent 
a term at Michigan. City and wants 
to see his companion do the same 
thing. Martin, 01* "Topsy" Shields, 
the man arrested with Allen and 
Orates, has been released as he had 
no connection with the hold-up. 


There has been no identification of 


Crates and so far no more evidence 
has been secured against him-than a 
statement made to Allen when he' 
was under the influence of liquor. If 
he has made any further admissions 
they nr-s being carefully guarded by 
the local authorities, who think they 
have ths right man and hope tb cap- 
ture his associates. 


Color is given to the story told by 


Crates from the fact that he had a 
44-caliber revolver in one of his 
pockets- when he was captured and 
shells in 
front of 
the Churubusco 


bank the morning- following the rob- 
bery show that a weapon of that 
caliber was uled. There is one point 
in the story that does not conform to 
the facts. Allen insists that Crates 
told him the robbers drove to Hun- 
tertown after tbey had secured, their 
booty and abandoned their rig there, 
while the facts are that the men who 
committed the deed 
drove 
north 


through Noble county. 


The arrests grew out of a quarrel 


overheard by a brakeman on tha B. 
& 0. railroad at Garrett Sunday, and 
he says the men were wrangling 
p.bout part of the 
money secured 


from the bank, wMch. Crates had hid- 
den and refused to give up. This was 
reported to Mayor Thumma, of Gar- 
rett, who telephoned 
the 
fact to 


Churubusco. 
Shields overheard the 


message ami warned his companions, 
who jumped into a buggy in which 
they had ridden to town and left for 
Auburn. 
They were pursued and 


captured and Allen told that while 
he was not in any way connected 
with the robbery, he knew the men 
who were and that Crates was one. 
This information was given to the 
authorities* here and the prisoners 
removed to this place. 


Allen also said he and Crates had 


been in ITort Wayne saveral days and

Allen was sent up from the circuit 


court here on> February 18, 1902, for 
an indeterminate period of from three 
to fourteen years and has recently 
been released on parole. In company 1 
with two other men he robbed the 
residence of Frank J. Wyss in Decem- 
ber, 1001, an-d took about 100 pounds 
of meat and some other provisions. 


Hulo says that Crates stands pat 


and will net say anything more than 
thftt he was telling Allen a fairy 
story and that he had no part in the 
robbery at Ohurubusco. 
He knows 


what he is about and stood a hard 
sweating at the hands of the officers 
without making any damaging ad- 
missions. 


Henry Gilbert Inflicts the Jury 


and States it Was Done 


by Accident, 


George Girardot was stabbed by 


Henry Gilbert in a saloon at Maples 
last Thursday and received a danger- 
ous wound immediately to the left of 
the heart, which the attending phy- 
sician regards with grave apprehen- 
sion, fearing that it may prove fatal. 


The altercation in which the wound 


was received 
occurred about 9:30 


o'clock in ths morning in a barroom 
which is conducted under a license 
issued in the name of Girardot, al- 
though the place is popularly be- 
lieved to be the property of Victor 
Parnin, who was formely located at 
Jffonroeville. 


According to Gilbert's story he was 


engaged, that 
morai&g trimming 


some corks behind the bar at the sa-' 
loon and Girardot began to quarrel 
with him about a dollar that had 
been given him with which to pur- 
chase a bottle o£ medicine for Girar- 
dot's father.' 


Parnin was present when the diffi- 


culty began and managed to keep the 
men apart, but later the trouble was 
renewed and finally Girardot made an 
attack upon Gilbert, 


At the end of a short scuffle Girar- 


dot fell back with the blood spurting 
from two wounds near his heart, 
staggered to the end of the bar and 
dropped to tbe floor. Gilbert was 
among the first to go tp his assist- 
ance and Insisted from the first that 
the cutting was purely accidental. 


Dr. I. N. Meyers was summoned 


and after applying . a 
temporary 


dressing he ordered tbe wounded man 
removed home, where he made a close 
examination and stated that while it 
was serious there was na reason to 
apprehend any immediate bad results 
although, he could not foretell with 
Any degree of accuracy what tha out- 
come might be. 


Gilbert made no attempt to escape 


and was placed under arrest by the 
local authorities, who telephoned to 
Sheriff Grice. At the sheriff's :offlce 
it was reported that Girardot had 
been killed. 
Girardot 
is 
twenty- 


five yeara old, unmarried and prior 
to enaging in the saloon business he 
lived with his parents on a farm. 


Gilbert Is seventy-two 
years old 


and a soldier of the war of the rebel- 
lion. He lias no immediate relatives 
at Maples and -has been^ employed to 
clean up and help about the saloon 
for the last two months. He made 
him home there with Parnin and has 
always been regarded as quiet and 
inclined to avoid a difficulty. 


He has a number of relatives at 


Hioksville and prior to the time that 
he came to Maples he worked on a 
farm belonging to Mra. Blackburn 
near that place. The weapon with 
which the wound was inflicted is an 
ordinary pocket knife with a blade 
not over two inchen long and he said 
that he attempted to escape from bis 
antagonist and made no effort to stab 
him. 


Sheriff Grice left at 1 o'clock for 


Maples and returned late this after« 
noon with his prisoner. 


GILBEBT IS ARRAIGJIED. 


Gilbert was brought to the city 


Thursday afternoon by Sheriff Grice 
and lodged in jail to await result of 
his victim's injuries. 
He expressed 


most poignant regret for the affair 
and stoutly protested his innocence 
of any 
purpose to injure young 


Girardot, 


Gilbert was arraigned before Jus- 


tice Skelton Monday and entered a 
plea of not guilty to a charge of as- 
sault and battery. At that time it 
appeared that Girardot was moiling 
rapid recovery. 
Since then, how- 


ever, the young man has not pro- 
gressed so well and there is some 
fear that complications may arise to 
interfere with Ms recovery.

GOVERNOR HANLY'S POSITION 


If Governor Hanly's conduct as t 


law enforcement has left any citizen 
of Indiana in doubt as io the -reso- 
luteness of his purpose to see that 
the prescriptions of the state's ordi- 
nances are obeyed, a speech he de- 
livered Thursday night at the Central 
Avenue Methodist church in Indian- 
apolis ought to clear it 
away. 


Speaking upon the general subject 
of "Patriotism and Peace," the gov- 
ernor took opportunity 
to declare 


himself plainly and emphatically 
upon the policy he purposed to pur- 
sue respecting the liquor traffic and 
gambling. 
Among tho things de- 


clared by 
the governor 
were the 


following: 


"Upon assuming the duties of my 


office I saw in many sections of the 
shite that many laws of the state 
touching the morals of the people 
were openly and flagrantly violated 
with impunity day after day. 
No 


effort at prosecution or punishment 
was being made. Gambling waa open 
and notorious. 
Slot machines, 
at 


which children played and lost their 
penny savings, -were so common as 
to elicit no comment. J3ales. of in- 
toKicating liquors -were being made 
at unlawful hours and on forbidden 
days. Wlue rooms were open where 
intoxicating liquors were sold with- 
out license or authority Mid where 
lewd women and men and beardless 
boys coisgrsgated. 


"Seeing these things, I did not stop 


to debate the propriety of the laws 
wh'ch forbade them. My obligation 
was to take care that the laws, all 
laws, should be faithfully executed. 
Therefore I bave insisted that fill 
laws shall be obeyed by all citizens 
everywhere. 


"The laws I am called upon to en- 


force are just laws. There are few 
greater vices among the people than 
the vice of gambling. The law of 
Indiana forbids it, and ia enforcing 
it I not only keep my oath of ofiice, 
but I serve >the state and it* citizen- 
ship. 
The sale of intoxicating 


liquors between the hours of 11 p. 
m. and 5 a. m. and Sundays and 
legal holidays is unlawful. ' The law- 
thai makes it so is not only just, but 
it, too, 
is wise and 
wholesome. 


Eighteen hours out of every twenty- 
four, sis. days in the week, is surely 
all the time any man may justly ask 
in 'vhich io prosecute a business that 
contributes nothing but liabilities to 
the state in which he lives, and the 
direct effect of -which is to populate 
the jails and 
reformatories, 
the 


prisons, the poor houses and the asy- 
lums of the state, nnd to add. to the 
weig-ht of human -woes end sorrows. 


And then, because I will not yield 


to them, they threaten my political 
future. 
* * * But however that 


may be, my course has been deter- 
mined upon. I shall abide the results 
of that choice umto the end. If this 
choice takes from me future political 
prcfetwnent I am willing to pay tha 
price. My poor personal ambitions 
are little things compared •with the 
•weal of this commonwealth and of 
the three million 
people who in- 


habit it 


If my countrymen did not expect 


me to enforce 4ii» law they had no 
right through their repres-emtatives 
to make the law and to lay upon me 
the solemn obligation of its enforce- 
ment. I do not believe they Intended 
so foolisn, so unjust a thing." 


We do not believe the governor 


could have declared 
himself with 


more emphasis, plainness and cour- 
age than he has in the expressions 
quoted in the foregoing. 
His atti- 


tude will command the approval and 
support of good citizens throughout 
the state without respect to political 
innditioris or distinctions of creed. 
It is an encouragement and refresh- 
ment to have in the highest office of 
the state an executive officer who be- 
lieves the laws mean what they say 
ind -who does not think that any con- 
dition or the interest of any class or 
business can absolve him from his 
sworn duty to enforce the laws.

Michaels did not look 
into the cab even when the woman 
raised tiie trap and *old him to drive 
to a drug store.

Sanaa, and these fled thither 
after-

encounter most of the troops, con- 
sisting of Syrian reserves, laid down, 
their arms or deserted, the remnant 
of the

to reach 


Sanaa the same evening with only 
fifty camel loads of supplies. 
The 


chief of staff, lazat Pasha, waaTnlled 
and seven guns were abandoned and 
taken possession of by the Arabs, 
who also captured two camels laden 
with provisions and large quantities 
of rifles and 'ammunition. 
The in- 


vestment of Sanaa by tha insurgents 
is being tightened. The Syiian re- 
inforcements which recently arrived 
in Arabia are unsatisfactory and the 
Ottoman 
officials 
are 
anxiously 


awaiting 
the arrival of European 


battalions upon whom the fate of the 
capital of Yemen province depends. 


LIFE OR DEATH STRUGGLE. 
London, April 26.—Officials con- 


versant with the situation in Yemen 
province regard the situation there 
as being in the nature of a life,or 
death struggle for the sultan of Tur- 
key. They point out that the war- 
like Arabs 
of Yemen, who have 


never done more than impatiently 
tolerate the Turkish yoke, have now 
grown tired of paying taxes three 
or four tames over and have revolted. 
Should the rising in Yemen succeed 
it is bound to spread north to Hejaz, 
and if the sultan's authority is wiped 
out in that holy land of Moham- 
medanism, he will also lose claims 
to the title of protector of the holy 
places, which is regarded as the main 
factor in holding his empire to- 
gether.

Home Journal's current number, 
makes a stern arraignment of a cer- 
tain kind of woman's clubs, whoss 
objects and intents, he declared, were 
not only harmful, but harmful in a 
way that menaced American homes.

home life, with, motherhood, and all 
cf their consequent labors and sacri- 
fices. 
He says it appears in the 


movemeiu to secure to women the 
right to vote, and otherwise paUiei- 
p?,te in public affairs, Mr. Cleveland 
says: 


"Let it here be distinctly under- 


stood that no sensible man has fears 
of injury to the country on account 
of such participation. It is its dan- 
gerous, undermining effect 
on the 


character of the wives and mothers 
of our land that we fear. 
At a re- 


cent meeting of these radicals a high 
priestess of the faith declared: 
'No 


matter how bad the crime a woman 
commits, if she can't 
vote, and is 


classed with idiots and criminals and 
lunatics, she should not be punished 
by the same laws as those who vota 
obey.' 


SEEK TO PREVENT HANGING. 
"This was said -when advocating 


united action on the part of the as- 
sembled body to prevent tne execu- 
tion of a woman proved guilty of 
the deliberate and aggravated mur- 
der of her husband. The spaaker. is 
reported to have further announced 
as apparently^ the keynote of her ad-

The day of the funeral was chilly 
and stormy, and Senator Platt caught i 
a severe cold, which shortly after his j 
return home developed into pneumo- 
nia. Hard work in connection with 
bfs senatorial duties had already 
sapped his naturally vigorous con- 
stitution, and his advanced age, 78 
years, also told against him in his 
struggle with the disease. 
. A successor to United States Sena- 
tor Platt will probably be elected by 
the general assembly, which is now

For more than a quarter of a century 
he represented the state of Connecti- 
cut in the United States senate, and 
no member of that body probably had 
more influence upon legislative and 
administrative affairs; yet his name 
was seldom in the newspapers and 
his voice rarely heard by visitors to 
the capvtol. A native of the state he 
served, his early life was uneventful; 
he was admitted to the bar in 1849, 
and practiced until at 
the 
age of 


thirty he became clerk of the senate 
of Connecticut.

Dr. William H. Dieffenbach, who 


personally directed the treatment, 
was amazed. > The bulk of the can- 
cer had been removed, leaving a mere 


.rticla of diseased tissue that pre- 


sents no obstacle to treatment. 
To- 


day the bandages on Mrs. Olsen's 
foot were removed, exposing a raised 
scar, all that remains of the cancer. 


The treatment will be continued 


through the week, and experts are 
Iii-actically unanimous in the opin- 
ion that within a comparatively few- 
days the -woman will be completely 
cured.

Initial investigations of pure rad- 


um led to the theory that it radiated 
;hree kinds of rays—alpha rays of 
ow penetrating power, beta rays of 
greater .penetrating power and gam- 
ma rays of enormous penetrating' 
power. 
Later investigations have 


established that radium discharges 
only alpha rays and certain ernana- 
ions which are the products of rad- 
ium decomposition. 
These emana- 


tions were originally classed as the 
beta and gamma rays. 
The alpha 


•ays form 95 per cent, of all the 
radiations thrown off by radium, and 
they lack the power to penetrate

Delcasse has informed Premier Bou- 
vier that he will retain, the portfolio 
of foreign affairs.

final decision upon his resignation as 
minister for foreign affairs was still 
in the balance up to noon, but power- 
ful Influences were at work to induce 
him to remain in the cabinet. Pres- 
ident Loubet personally appealed to 
the minister on the ground of friend- 
ship and patriotic duty and this was 
supplemented by urgent requests

The letter of M. Delcasse to Premier 


Jlouvier giving the first intimation 
of his purpose to resign was very 
brief. It based his action solely on 
the grounds of health and outde no 
illusion to any political or interna- 
tional consideration. To such inti- 
mate friends as Ambassador Porter, 
H. Delcaeae has recently spoken of 
the tremendous strain, placed upon 
bis health by the cares of his posi-r 
tion. Madame PelcasEe also felt that 
his health was being endangered .by 
rigorous application to the details of 
the foreign office. Lately the strain 
over the Moroccan situation and the 
question of French neutrality has 
been particularly severe and to this 


•as added the wavering allegiance of 


some strong elements in parliament. 
Although confidenoe is strong that 
the minister will be persuaded to 
withhold-his resignation at least for 
the present, attention is already di 
rected to his successor.

the foreign office. This, however, is 
subordinated by the universal desire 
in high quarters to have Delcasse re- 
tain the portfolio of foreign affairs.

Widely Known Lagrange At 


torney Ends/life by Shoot 


ing This Morning, 


DESPONDENCY THE CAUSE 


Believed That Second Stroke 


of Paralysis Was Imminent 


—Funeral Wednesday

Lagrange, Ind., April 24.—Attor- 


ney John Edward McClaskey, one of 
the most widely known lawyers in 
northern Indiana, committed suicide 
about 7:30 o'clock this morning by 
shooting. He died within a few min- 
utes after firing the fatal shot. 


In September last year, McClaskey 


sustained a stroke of paralysis, from 
which he partially recovered. On 
Saturday Frank Newman, a promi- 
nent farmer living 
near this city, 


and a friend of Mr. McCiaskey, died 
as the result of a second stroke of 
paralysis, and it is believed by mem- 
bers of the family that fear of a sec- 
ond and probably fatal stroke im- 
pelled Mr. McClaskey to take 
his 


life. 


McClaskey remained in his room 


longer than usual this morning, and 
from indications it was evident that 
ho made some preparations for death. 
At the report of the revolver, Mrs. 
McClaskey and her son rushed up- 
stairs and found him lying on the 
floor with a gaping wound at the 
right 
side of his head. 
He died 


within three minutes of the time the 
shot was fired. The weapon used 
was a 38-calibre revolver, and 
the 


bullet entered at a point just behind 
the right ear, coming out just over 
the left ear. 


The deceased was about fifty years 


old, 
and haa .practiced law in La- 


grange for twentynfive years. 
He 


was a law partner of Frank Bunten, 
grand vice chancellor of the Indi- 
ana Knights of Pythias, and served 
two terras as prosecuting attorney 
for Lagrange and Elkhart counties.

meet the amount of the defalcation, 
the sum of $1,635,000 has been sub- 
scribed by directors to me»t any de- 
mands which may be made on the 
bank. The aggregate wealth of the 
directors who have eubschibed funds 
to meet any requirements of the bank 
a-pproslmates over $30,000,000.

bank. Mr. Bigelow's defalcation be- 
came known to the directors of the 
bank on Saturday night. He admitted 
today that the amount had been.- lost 
in speculation and that he had falst 
fled the books to cover up iihe defal' 
cation. Henry C. Gall, aeeistant 
cashier of the bank, has been re- 
moved, charged with having been a 
party to the falsification of the fig- 
ures in the bank's books.

GRAVE DANGER TO PEACE 


Report That Russian Fleet is 


Through Formosan Straits 


Doubted. 


Paris, April 21.—As a result of 


commnnicatloiis between the govern- 
ments at Paris and St. Petersburg 
the Russian, government 
lias for- 


warded urgent orders to Admiral Bo- 
'Jestvenaky to rigorously respect the 
neutrality of French waters. This is 
:a precautionary measure. In addi- 
Uon special instructions have been 
sent to the governor general of In- 
do-China, M. Beau, and Foreign Min- 
ister Delcasse has instructed * the 
French minister at Tokio to give the 
Japanese minister for foreign affairs 
assurances taat it ie France's pur- 
pose to preserve strict neutrality, 
these being similar to the assurances 
given to Dr. Motono, tha Japanese 
minister at Paris. 


According to the official view the 


foregoing steps should exercise a dis- 
tinctly 
calming 
influence 
upon 


Japan as they show France directly 
and through Bussia has adopted all 
available means to insure respect of 
the neutrality of French waters. The 
ofBcials say that the only additional 
measure open is the use ot French 


" warships to employ forca in expell- 


ing Rojeatvenaky's squadron. Such 
a course, however, is said to bo im- 
possible owing to the smaller num- 
ber of French ships in Indo-Chinese 
waters. Moreover, as an official re- 
marked, France is not in the habit 
of resorting to such extreme meas- 
ures as using force. This is particu- 
larly true in the 
case of Russia, 


owing to the complications which 
might arise from Franco adopting 
forcible steps against Bussia. There- 
fore the instructions already given 
^rom.Pails and St. Petersburg are 
relied upon to prevent Admiral Bo- 
Jeatvensky from 
encroaching upon 


French territorial waters. 
- Dr. Motono, in the course of an in- 
terview, said his request was that 
France observe neutrality by adopt- 
ing all the necessary measures for 
preventing Admiral Bojestvensky's 
squadron from remaining any longer 
In French territorial waters at Kam- 
ranh bay. 
The minister added that 


the Russian ships are quite inside 
French waters and not outside of 
them. 


Japan's representation has had the 


effect of bringing the Franco-Japa- 
iLese incident to the front rank of 
public attention. The leading news- 
papers here adopt the government 
view that Foreign Minister Delcasee's 
assurances calm the situation. Dep- 
uty De Lanesean (radical republican), 
the former minister of marine and at 
onra time governor 
of Indo-China,

•tie new Ifiw affecting cities of the 
second class are within the gift of 
the mayor and that official has not 
been compelled to leave Fort "Wayne 
or seek seclusion therein to avoid the 
importunities of seekers after official 
honors who desire to become sinking j 
fund commissioners or park commis- 
sioners. 


• The law provides that by a two- 
thirds vote cities may create a sinik- 
ing 
fund and provide a levy for 


money to put into it. 
This is not 


imperative, but oiice such a fund is 
created it necessitates the selection 
by the mayor of two commissioners, 
whose salaries are to be fined by the 
council, and if the compensation is 
proportionate to the duties required 
it will amount annually to about $10. 


There is a provision for a meeting 


on the 30th day of June of each year, 
when bids will be received from all 
of the banks for the 
privilege of 


handling the money placed in the 
fund. 
The commissioners 
are ex- 


pected to designate a depository for 
•the funds, approve the bond given 
by such depository and adjourn for 
one year. 
For this privilege each 


commissioner is expected to give a 
bond of $5,000, although he does "not 
hiLiKclle a cent of the money that goes 
into the fund, as the treasurer is ex- 
pected to turn over the amount de- 
rived from the levy directly to the 
depository.

his appointments. "I haven't made 
any yet ami I don't think anybody 
•wauta the jobs." 


PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


Park commissioners are to be four 


in number and not more than two 
shall be of the same political faith.

and their bills must be approved by 
the mayor. 


This board is in absolute comtrol 


of all public pai'ks 
and pleasure 


grounds in the city and is vested 
with the power to receive property 
donated for parks and to. purchase or 
condemn land that is necessary for 
the purpose; to appoint a superin- 
tendenrt of parks, 
such surveyors, 


clerks and other public servants as 
may be demanded by the department; 
to make rules and. regulations for the 
government of the parks; to locate, 
erect and maintain, fountains; seize 
and. impound poultry or animals 
found running at large in the parks, 
and to lease any grounds or build- 
ings that may be needed in the estab- 
lishment of a pork system. Letting 
of contracts where more than $100 
is involved is also embraced, and the 
commissioners get actual expenses. 


Just what construction would be 


put upon the wording "their actual 
expenses," which is the compensation 
designated, is a question, and there 
is eome doubt whether time put in 
in the service of the city would be 
included.

A FATAL OMISSION1. 


In the old statute the words 


false pretense" appear Immediately 
following the word writing and this 
omission was held fatal in the Wells 
case. He had obtained $25 from Dr. 
Grrfebel, but had not presented any 
false token or writing, and if any 
crime was committed it was by a 
false pretense which is not covered In 
the new act. 


Wells nad been in jail 
several 


weeks and was able yesterday to 
show that he had accepted a static 
electric machine from Dr. C. H. Eng- 
lish that had afterward been sold to 
Dr. Griebel and that he regarded it 
as his own property. 
He collected 


some money that was due on this 
machine. 


The act was committed before the 


new acts became effective' by 
the

It 
can be so untilized to advantage only 
where increased labor is compensated 
by the added value of the alfalfa, aa 
may be true when fed dry to dairy 
cattle. In the eastern states, and es- 
pecially in the south, alfalfa is com- 
monly used in dairy feeding1, for 
which it is well adapted, since it 
gives a large yield of very nutritious 
p.nd palatable forage. 
There seems 


to bs little or no danger from bloat 
when alfalfa is useu as a soiling 
crop. 


Alfaiia is even more nutritious 


than clover. On account of its high 
percentage of protean it is not a bal- 
anced ration. 
For the best results 


the alfalfa should, be combined with 
some o;ther feed which is rich, in car- 
bohydrates. While animals may be 
fed and even fattened for the market 
upon alfalfa alone, nevertheless a 
portion of the nutritive, value of the 
alfalfa is lost in this way. 
The al- 


falfa does not give the best results. 
In order to balance the ration, alfalfa 
should be combined with a -suitable 
quantity of grain. The grain may be 
corn or barley, according to the avail- 
ability of each.

For soiling purposes 
the variety 


commonly 
called 
sweet corn will 


prove 
particularly 
advantageous. 


This is because it is sweeter in qual- 
ity, will remain green lomg-er and 
stand the drouth -better than the com- 
mon field varieties. It need not be 
planted quite so early, because it is 
quicker in maturing. It suckers lib- 
erally, which means more stalks and 
leaves for feed. 
In planting this 


crop it is important to have a good 
seed bed. The planting time is about 
the first of June, but there will be 
an advantage in plowing the ground 
in May and harrowing it well, that 
a dust mulch may 
be established. 


This would also be the time for ap- 
plying the fertiliser,, since it would 
give that material time to become in- 
corporated with the soil and partially 
dissolved, 
so as to furnish 
ready 


plant food right from the start. To 
make any soiling economical iieavy 
yields must be secured, and for heavy 
yields heavy fertilization is essential. 
As forage is the thing wnnted, barn- 
yard manure can be used in large 
amounts, but should be applied some 
months before planting. Fertilisers 
rich in nitrogen and potash should be 
used and on ordinary soils from 300 
to 500 pounds per acre of a mixture 
containing 4 per cent, nitrogen, 6 
per cet-t. phosphoric acid and 8 per 
cent, potash can be profitably ap-, 
plied.
